Excessive Profits Charged. 
Washington, Aug. 6. 
(By Assoc­ 
iated Press). 
The 
high 
price of 
shoes was declared to be due to 
excessive 
profits 
taken by every 
factor in the shoe production indus­ 
try in a report by the federal trade 
commission to congress made, pub­ 
lic today. Tho packers were charg­ 
ed with having begun the pyrmad- 
ing of shoepriccs by an unwarrant­ 
ed increase in the price of hides, 
the supply of whic h they were said 
to control. 
On top -of this increase, it was 
charged “the 
tanners 
have taken * 
exceptional, profits,” while the shoe 
manufacturers have demanded “an 
unusual margin” and the retailers 
have charged prices that are not 
justifiable. 
That one of the 
president’s rec­ 
ommendations will be more “teeth” 
to make existing laws effective, to 
adequately cope with profiteering 
is the belief of officials in the ab­ 
sence of definite information from 
the white house.
